But to the point. The Post says:—"'We are

all"—*“that Mr. McClure s the nuthor of those
very savage attacks on Governor Geary which
appeared in Tre Evesing TeLeguari,” Now,
in common with the eashiered Chevalier,we hiad
hoped that the Post wonld not be able to pene-
trute ao far, to creep through all the barriers
which we had erected about our sanctum, and
teifle with the scerots of our editorial hoart, A=
i additionnl seenrlty agningt such a suceessfyl
serutiny, when the Chevalier made his famons
pi'[grim:\;[i' to the aationnl capital, just previons
to the innuguration of President Grant, in the
interest of his exiled friend, ex-Governor Curtin,
wo aecured his services, atan enormons expense,
to write two or three articles abusive of himself
and his mission in the roundest terms.

noée? The cditor of the Morning Post s
human, good-natured, consclentlous, and, shall
we not add, grateful ?

Moreover, he oceasionolly stumbles upon the
truth in this matter, and when Le aunounces
the discovery of an antl-Geary ring, with Colonel

MoClure at his head, and Mann, Curtin, and
others of that LK In the ranks, we that he
has so stumbled.  But he goes fur astray when
hie pricks up hils ears to llsten to our words as
coming from the mouth-picce of this partienlar
ring.

THE PPROPOSED WELCOME TO MR,
MOTLEY.

IT scems that the whole Britlah nation is8 not

demented by Bumner's spoech against the Al
bama trenty, notwithstandmng the insane tone of

thelr journals and leading orators. A cable
tolegram from Liverpool wannounces that the

Chamber of Commaerce of that ety has voted an
address of welcome to Mr. Motley, the Ameri-
can Minister, and the true policy of our cozen-
ing cousing on the other side of the Atlantic was
very well expressed by an orstor who advocated
this actlon. He eald that “he regreetted the
fallure of the law officors to prevent the esenpo
of the Alabamn,” that “the precedint was had,
and the wmaritime inlerests of England were to
sufler from i, " and that ““If moderate compensa-
tion could cuncel this precedent, he would re-
jolee if it were granted.” The ideas expressed
in these brief sentences are by no means novel,
but they have vever been presented inn more
condensed and comprehensive form, and there
is deep significance In their utterance before an
audfence of the Britlsh merchants and ship-
owners of the great senport of the realm, It
was capital sport for many of these gentry,
during the war, to see American merchantmen
gobbled up by piratical cruisers, until the com-
mercinl flag of their great rival was nearly

banished from the seas, where it had become a

formidable competitor for supremaey ! It was
delightfully convenlent to wage n cruel and
cowardly ocean war, in which heavy blows

conld be dealt without limmediate dangor of
returng nnd to build, man, and equip Confederate

privatecrs for the express purpose of placing

every American =hip in peril  while
every  Fuzlish  ship was  safe! It was
charming to say to Semmes, “lere I8 money,
here ure stores, here is o fast-salling vessel, here
i# cannon and ammuanition, in short, evervtliing
vou need to fit you out better than the most

notorlons demon of the waves that ever seuttled
ship or cut o throat. Tuke them freely—all we
ask in return is that you will banlsh the stars
and stripes from the highways of commeres, and
thit= enable us to bonst once more that Britannia
riules  the waves,” It i= trne that they went
through the form of snbseribing to a Confede-
rite lonn, but it was eagerly taken ator about
par when United States bonds eould not be sold
in England at any price, not on account of ita
attractiveness as an investment, but beeause it
supplied the most available machinery for
contributing British money to the support of the
rebellion, and for sustalning the Confederate
army on lamd and the Confederate navy on seéa,
in their efforts to annihilate the Great Republic.
The fallure of this seheme, and the
trivmph of the Union despite the combined
eftorts of its forelgn foes, have awakened, not
remorse, not o slnmbering sense of justicoe, not
mngnanimity, but a lHvely foar that this treachery

may “come home to roosts” that If Fenlan-
igm should become formidable, or Indin irrit-
ble, or France feroclious, hundreds of British

merchantmen may be captured by Yankee Ala-
bumas: and that the svstem of International law
or comity which was founded in inlgnity may,
under the new application of its principles,
bring dire distress upon its suthors, The Liver-
pool Chamber of Commerce might  well
rejolee in an opportunity to “eancel this prece-
dent” by granting “moderate compensation,”
but it is neither the desire nor the interest of the
American people to aceept a paltry pittance as
a foll stonement for the large volume of British
insults and British injuries. We can far better
afford to walt, leaving the whole question open,
than to make an immediate settlement on o dis-
ereditable basis.

While the Liverpool address of welcome is a
gratifyving indieation that the merchants of that
city do not join in the senseless clamor against
America, we have suflicient faith in Mr. Mot-
ley's good sense to belleve that he will earefully
abstain from imitating even in a remote degree
the =ervile example of his predecessor. The
true ambagsador earries with him, wherever lie

goes, the atmosphere of his native land. He
Can be toasted without hecoming a
toady, or be recelved with frowns

without quaking with fear. He goes abroad to
defend and promote the interests of his country-
men, and, if necessary, to utter unpalatable
truthe, rather than to play the part of an obse-

that the Ameriean side the controversy
should be as clearly expressed ot the Court of
Bt Jumes as It in the natlonul nt
Wishington.
